Kingston, Jamaica, July 19.—Strenuous 
efforts to provent.thc .spread of infectious 
'diseases among the American troops iu 
front ofi Santiago were made as soon, as 


^jthe city-«u-rea-dercd and-during the past 
,-thirty-six hours every soldier has been 
'scat as rapidly as possible to tho hills to 
•the north of the city, where new camp; 
havo been established. Everything pos- 
sible is being done ti improve the sani- 


(tary, conditiious o£ the camps, especially 
in tho case of the troops expected to take 
part in the expedition to Porto Rico. Of 
the regiments here only those not in the 
slightest iofoeted.wiJl. bt> allowed to go 
to Porto Rico. Others will remain, hero 
for iho present, encamped on the high 
ground north of Santiago. Two immune 
regiraeitba from New Orleans and Mobile 
ore expected her-, daily and upou 
their 


arrival they will be sent to the city, 
forming the only 
American garrison 


jvhichi will remain there. 


Tho physical condition of our troops is 


not considered serious now that the num- 
ber of cases of fever is groxying less nil 
the time and it is believed iho disease 
will disappear 'with inc.' removal of the 
soldiers to healthier "localities." and the 
extra precautions which are being taken. 
•Wheeler's cavalry'division is practically 
free from sickness. It will-"probably be 
allowed to go to Porto Kino .to take part 
in tho campaign. The fact is impressed 
more and more every day upon the 
American officers and men.-of the increas- 
ing strained relations -between the''Amer- 
icans and Gorcui's Cuban soldiers-. In- 
deed tho situation ha? noxv reached tho 
point where there is practically no com- 
, munication between the armies and their- 
relatious border on -those- of hostile rather 
than the relations which one. would sup- 
pose should exisi between allies. .After 
Goo. Shal'ter announced his dccisionflot 
to let the Cuban junta enter die city of 
Santirgo, deep muttori-ngs were heard 
among Giircia's men. It was evident tho 
Cubans were greatly disappointed at the 


_ step taken by the American commander, 


who they confidently counted upon to 
have Santiago turned over to loot and 
plunder as they had in succession sacked 
liaiquiri, Siboney and El Cimey, conse- 
quently tlici-r disappointment was keen 
•when they ascertained they were not to 
be permitted.io-takc possesion of the city 
upon. Toral'S surrender! '

Friday last a .'brother'of.Gcn. Ucmtrius 


Castillo' went to Shatter's headquarters 
to ascertain ihe cause, of this,-to Cubans, 
in explicable relation. ".Why is Santiago 
to remain in the hand's of pur enemies?" 
he asked. ''Spaniards arc', not our one- 
Mies," replied Shatter!' "We- are light- 
ing the soldiers of Spain, -but.we:have no 
desire'to despoil her-citizens: Ko Cuban- 
s-ill bo allowed to enter the city nor will 
any American. The government ot the 
city is for the people to decide. When 
the American army leaves it,* presume 
it will be turned over to you, but not till 
then." 


Cost-il'lo, who came dire'cl- from Garcia's 


camp did not attempt to conceal his cha- 
grin. 
' The Cuban soldiers noxv fully realize 
there is a rising sentiment against i-hcm 
in the.army. They'hear 
nothing but 


words of scorn from • our men ns they 
pass onxvards, lugging theii' ' bacon and 
hard.tack into the woods. Even our 
officers • no longer conceal their disgiwt 
for their allies and it is undervt-ood the 
warm friendship displayed towards them; 
«t first is now turncii into contempt, for' 
the Cubans

in the harbor of Santiago at the time of 
ti.e surrender. Admiral... Sampson 
ar- 


rived in the city, today 'on the Vixen and 
claimed the steamers as. prizes . of the 
navy. He • is nlso desirous, 
of placing 


prize crews on board . them. Shatter, 
however, refused to recognize Sampson's 
claims. He dec' red the steamers••^ivitli 
everything'else in Santiago surrendered 
to-him. Tho question Js apparently, still 
undecided, but nt any rate the admiral 
[returned to his flagship "without having 
distributed the prize crews among the 
merchantmen and the latter is still in 
possession of the army.

Dear Sir:—When leaving Ilacine many 


kind friends.said 'Svrite us." 'Therefore 
by your kind consent I will endeavor,, 
through the Journal, .to address one or 
-two letter's to all. AVlia't.'I iaay" vrite, 
however, will convey liy thoughts of 
special' interest to many! raiders of the 
JouriuiJ to w!iom':Europea.u trips have 
beconie .in annual oequr':n'ce.' Yet a 
journey like this must appeal differently 
in some respects,, to different individuals. 
We are now in the Arctic circle moving 
into mid-ocean, arid land has disappeared. 
Our strong ship is ploughing her way 
nobly'through the billows and aJl is well. 
We are dutj out upon the boundless .deep 
where the only lands visible are 
the 


stars, nnd the stations are the night and 
the day. Our company is not large, but 
excellent, composed principally of minis- 
ters, their wives and teachers, all are 
Decking for rest. The thing we need is 
rest, and our journey thns for has prov- 
en to be quite restful. JIow sweet even 
for a brief season to' drop one's burden 
inlo the sea and rest, and yet between 
one and his sense of responsibility and 
his care no sea cnn^intivvenc. 
. * 


One remarkable feature of our journey- 


so far is the very small amount of sea- 
sickness. This, I think, is largely th'e 
result of sailing from Montreal instead 
of from 
Xc\v York or 
Boston. From 


Montreal we sail for several days down 
the beautiful yt. Peter's Bay and iri the 
Guh'.in sight of land where the sea. is 
usually quite smooth, thus enabling the 
tourist to get firmly into his. ''sea legs" 
before reaching, the TO ling waves. 


The first place of special interest, after 


leaving the old historic city 01 Montreal 


the still olc'er and more historic Que- 


bec, which was founded 100S by Samuel 
de Charnplain. At the first sight'Of this 
strange old city the tourist is wont lo 
exclaim with the old Norman 
French 


"Quel beck" viz, "What a, beak!" This 
old historic panorama, of islands, moun- 
tains, rivers, and cliffs h," long beer, a 
favorite, theme for poets ant! painters. It 
has been termed the "Gibralter of Amer- 
ica,'' the "sentinel of the St. Lawrence." 
the "cr.idle of Canada.'' From the river's 
bank the city rises into a crown of quaint 
houses, castles and clins down upo!? 
which an ancient and historic fort, grim 
and 
dark frowns. 
.As one views this 


strange scene lib is reminded of the words 
of Howell, "J have rubbed my eyes to be 
sure that I was living in the nineteenth 
century," also the vivfd description oi 
Henry Ward Bceeher. "Queer old Que- 
bec, 
of nil cities on the 
continent of 


America the quaintest. It is a populat- 
ed 
cliff, 
a mighty roc:c, scarfed 
and 


graded 
nnd mado t: limd houses and 


castles which by all natural iaws ought 
to slide off from its back like a.n un- 
guarded load from a c.imei s back. 
But 


they stick—there is a bit of modirc 
Europe perched upon a- rock .ijid dried 
for keeping in this northeast comer of 
America, a curiosity that has not its 
equal in its kind on. this side the ocean." 
Here several memorial battles have been 
fought, and here-nations have contend- 
ed for supremacy. In. deed it was with 
th'c' triumph of Wolfe on the heights of 
Abraham that the history, of nations may 
be said to have begun. 


Leaving Quebec we soon pass in sight

But this is a case 
where distance lends 'enchantment to the 
seeae. Our genial 'captain orders

several photographs of an ice berg, and 
tb'cre are many others near and far. 
Quiiitly -and coldly, uninfluenced by the 
waves that wash them, smooth as polish- 
ed marble, those great masses 'float from

NEUTRALITY RIGHTS, 


What Arc Contraband of IVur »nd TChnt 


Aro Not. 


Rights of neutral nations are based en- 


tirely upon the performance of certain 
duties demanded of them, either by 
treaty stipulation or imposed on them by 
a regard for the generally recognized 
principles of our latter day civilisation. 
There is misapprehension as to what a 
nation undertakes to Jo when she de- 
clares herself 
"noutrnl." 
She simply 


binds herself to prevent the departure of 
<i.rmcd expeditions from 
her shores and 


the supply of fighting gear to the vessels 
of the belligerent countries in her ports, 
and warns her subjects that if they deal 
in contraband merchandise 
their 
peril. That is all.

England or Germany would do about the

whether they aro contraband 
or not de- 


pends exclusively upon circumstances. 


Under neutrality laws, belligerent na- 


tions or their subjects are not' permitted 
to fit out warlike expedition.? within 
their doudinionSj ' or add to tlm warlike 
force of any belligerent force. In 
Eng- 


land this goes to the extent of forbidding 
for the fitting out of a belligerent ship, 
the enlistment, of belligerent subjects. 
For example, if our new cruiser Albany 
would be ready for s~; within a week, 
and an American crew were awaiting her 
at tliat time, they could not be enlisted 
in England. That would be a- violation 
of international law, which imposes upon 
neutral 'states the obligation 
of using 


all reasonable moons to prevent such acts 
as the increase- of the armament of any 
belligerent vessel of w.ir in. their waters 
or the recruiting oi fighting men for its 
crew. 


So far as blockades arc 
concerned, 


where diplomatic notice has been given 
"the act of sailing for- a blockaded place 
is sufficient to constitute the 
offense." 


The moment a- ship clears from neutral 
waters for a forbidden 
destination a 


breach of blockade, in law, is committed. 
She is in delicto and is liable to capture 
and condemnation. 


If diplomatic notice of a. blockade 
of 


ports has been given — and this is inter- 
esting, because it is peculiarly applicable 
to our blockade 
of Havana—the occas- 


ional removal of the blockading vessels 
to chase, any ship of the enemy or any 
subject docs not open the port.

it to the nearest friendly port, but it 
could not- put on board enough to last 'it 
for a lengthy cruise. A neutral na-tion, 
as such, could not allow the latter, be- 
cause it would be supplying the warship 
with one of its primal necessities for ef- 
fectaveness.

• -Retired officers o'f'the navy ca'nnpfbe 
assigned to active duty except In time 
of war, and the purpose- of the admin- 
istration so far has been "-not to'assign 
retired officers in the army or navy to 
field or sea duty, but to let these posts 
of danger be held by those still on the 
active list. Of course such work as the 
command of the mosquito fleet along 
'the coast Is excepted. This has been 
given to Admiral Erben, who was re- 
tired four years ago. 


Until the second year of the civil -war 


the highest naval rank was that of 
captain, though generally the title of 
commodore was given to a flag officer 
who commanded a. squadron. In 1862 
the rank of rear admiral was created 
by' congress, and to this grade were 'ap- 
pointed Farragiit and three other active 
captains and about a dozen retired cap- 
tains. In 1S64. for his capture of Mobile 
and subsequent successes, Farragutwas 
appointed to the newly created rank of 
vice admiral, and later D. D. Porter and 
Stephen C. Rowan were given the same 
rank.

As to Spies* 


From time Immemorial amonc all na- 


tions it has been prescribed that th« 
punishment of the spy shall be death. 
A Spanish spy caught by either our 
civil or military authorities would be 
court martlaled and put to death by 
hanging, as that method of killing ia 
considered tho moat ignominious. Ac- 
cording to military ethics, "shooting is 
too good for a spy." 
' The laws ot war make no discrimi- 
nation on account of the sex of a spy or 
traitor, a woman being just as liable to ^ 
hanging as a man. 
An interesting provision of the Jaw 


governing warfare is that a successful 
spy is not subject to punishment it cap- 
tured after having safely returned to 
his own forces and given his informa- 
tion 
He may, however, be held as a 


dangerous prisoner of war; but, tech- 
nically speaking, he ceases to be a spy. 
as soon as he has dispatched his in- 
formation, and nations have a.grecd not 
to punish spies unless they be caught 
in the very act of spying or carrying 
fresh news. The laws of this country 
provide that if a citizen obtains in- 
formation even in a legitimate manner 
and betrays it to the enemy he shall bo 
hanged whether he be a military or civil 
officer or a private citizen:

.ihirty-six hours every soldier has been 
'sent as rapidly as possible to ihe hills to 
the north of the city, where new camps 
have- been established. Everything pos- 
.Bible is being dono ti improve the sani- 
itary. conditions of the camps, especially 
in tho case of the troops expected io Jake 
part io the expedition to Porto Rico. . Of 
the regiments here only those not in the 
slightest infected will bo n-Ilowed to go 
to Porto'Kico. Other3.Ji.vill. remain, here 
for the present, encamped - on the high 
ground north of-Santiago. Two immune 
regiments from New Orleans and Mobile 
are expected her-, daily nnd upon 
their 


arrival they will be sent to the city, 
forming the only American garrison 
Hvhichi will -remain there. 


Tho physical condition of our troops is 


not considered serious now that- the num-. 
her of cases of fever is growing less all 
the time.and .it is believed iho disease 
will disappear with ihe removal of the 
soldiers- .io healthier -localities, and the 
extra precautions which are being taken. 
•Wheeler's cavalry division is practically 
free from sickness. It will probably be 
allowed to go to Porto Hioo to take part 
in tho campaign.

Dear Sir:—When leaving llacir.e many 


kind friends said "write us." Therefore 
bv your kind consent I will endeavor, 
through tbe Journal', to address one or 
two letters to all. What I may write, 
however, will convey my,thoughts of 
special'interest to many readers of the 
Journal to whom European trips have 
become an 
annual' occur-:n'ee. Yet a 


journey like 'this must appeal differently 
in some respects, to diu'crrat-individuals. 
We arc now.in the Arctic circle moving 
into mid-ocean, and land has disappeared. 
Our strong ship is ploughing: her way 
nobly through the billow? a.ruJ-all is well. 
We are out, out upon the boundless deep 
where tho 
only lands visible are 
the 


stars, and the station.-; are the night and 
the day. Our company is not large, but 
excellent, composed principally of minis- 
ters, their wives and tescheys, all are 
seeking for rest. The thing we need is 
rest, and our journey thus far has prov- 
en to be quite restful. How sweet even 
for a brief season to drop one's burden 
into the sea nnd rest, and yet between 
one and his sense"of responsibility and 
his care no sea can .intervene. 


One remarkable feat-lira-of our journey 


so far is '.'.hi1, very small amount of sea- 
sickness. Thi-, I think, is largely the 
result of sailing from Montreal instead 
of from 
Xew York or 
Boston. From 


Montreal we sail for several days down 
,he beautiful St. Peter's Bny and in the 
Gulf in sight of land..where the sea. is 
usually quite smooth, thus enabling the 
tourist to get firmly into his "sea legs'' 
bnforc reaching the ro ling waves. 


The first plneu of special interest, after 


leaving the old liistorie city of Montreal 
is the still older nnd more historic Que- 


bec, 
which was founded 1003 by Samuel 


de Champlain. At the first sight of this 
stra.ngo old city the tourist is wout to 
exclaim with 
the old Konnan French 


"Quel beck" viz, "What n. beak!" This 
old historic panommn of islands, moun- 
tains, rivers, and cliffs he

It 
has been termed the "Gibrnlter of Amer-

the "sentinel of the St. La.wrence," 


tlie "cradle of Canada." From the river's 
bank the city rises into a crown, of quaint 
houses,

which an ancient and historic fort, grim 
and dark frowns. As one views

ue. The capital of Newfoundland is St. 
Johns, a city of some 30,000. It is gov- 
erned by the mother country- but is for- 
ever in political strife.

BIG JOB COMPLETED,

Tho cijrlitceivtli crib of tlie breakwater 


being constructed by the government in 
Milwaukee harbor was flint yesterday, 
;md work lias, temporarily ceased, owing 
to the fact that no further funds arc 
available ivt present. The line will ulti- 
mately bo extended 'farther,1 as called for 
by the pl.iJis, but the work will have to 
be suspended until another appropriation 
is made by congress. . 


The 1,700 feet of breakwater built by 


Knapp & Gillcn of llacino has been con- 
sLructed hi a remarkably short time. Or- 
dinarily the sinking oi four cribs is reck- 
oned a good season's work, but last s'.un- 
mcr and fall K. Gilicn, who has been- in 
n-c--,ive chin-go of the work, directed the 
sinking of eleven crihs, and the remain- 
i;i"- sevou were put in .place his spring.

of -twenty-foiu1 feet, all but one foofhc- 
ing siilnncrgcd.

NEUTRALITY RIGHTS, 


What Arc Contraband of Wur itnd What 


Ari> Not. 


Eights of neutral nations are1 based en- 


tirely upon ",he performance 
of certain 


duties dema-.tiled of them, either by 
treaty stipula tion or imposed oil them by 
a, regard for the generally recognized 
principles si our latter day civilization. 
There a misapprehension 
us to what a 


nation undertakes to do when she de- 
clares herself "neutral.'' 
She 
simply 


binds her^lf to prevent the departure of 
•armed, expeditions from 
her shores nnd 


the supply of fighting gear to the vessels 
of the belligerent countries in her'ports, 
and warns her subjects that if they deal 
in contraband merchandise it will be at 
their 
peril. That is all. Either 
the 


United States or Spain, for example, 
could purchase from the Armstrongs, or 
from the Krupps' all the -munitions of 
war possessed by 
them, and all that 


England or Germany would do about the 
matter would be to worn the Armstrongs 
or the Krupps, that if the goods should 
be. sei/.cd in transit on the seas by force 
neither England 
nor 
Germany would 


protect thorn.- 


We settled that matter ourselves 
In 


our own war in 1703, when Groat Brit- 
ain protested against the sale of arms'in 
this country to an agent of the French 
government. Jefferson, who was the sec- 
retary of state in Washington's cabinet, 
wrote:' 


"It (the law of naiions) 
is satisfied 


with the external pe" aJty pronounced in 
the president's proclamation that of con- 
fiscation of such portion of these arms as 
shall fall into the hands of the belliger- 
ent powers on their way to the ports of 
their enemies. To this penalty our citi- 
zens- are- warned that they will be aban- 
doned." 


It will thus be seen that, in actuality, 


neutrality merely means that the nation 
proclaiming it as an organization does 
not lend its resources or its territory to 
a, belligerent. 'But its merchants may, if 
they choose to run the risk of capture of 
their goods, sell what they see fit, pro- 
viding that it loaves Inc shores of the na- 
tion under some Hag other than that of a 
belligerent. 


An American or a'Spanish warship, for 


example, 
seeking 
an English 
port 


through stress of weather, could enter 
and could purchase sufficient coal to take 
it to the nearest friendly port, but it 
could not put on board enough to last it 
for a. lengthy cruise. A. neutral nation, 
as such, could not allow the latter, 
be- 


co-use it would be supplying the warship 
with one- of its primal necessities for ef- 
fectiveness.' But an English firm could 
load .1 ship with coal which it had sold 
to cither 'the American or the Spanish 
government and clear from 
an English 


port with'•-it, ;-to bo Delivered at some 
other place, and tho'English' government, 
though neutral,.,would not interfere with 
tho action of the private corporation ' in 
dealing with a. belligerent government. 


Perhaps the greatest advantage accru- 


ing to a belligerent nation' from the dec- 
laration of neutrality is that it takes 
away protection Irom. the ..seller of eon- 
trn.bn.ud poods. These -latter may be di- 
vided into ' two" classes—^Absolute .-"and 


In the class of contraband goods, abso- 


lute, arc-included arms-a-nd ammunition, 
mines, tentage and clothing for soldiers. 
Every belligerent may. capture goods of 
this character 
or others of immediate 


use in war if he is able to intercept them 
in any -place where it is lawful to carry 
on hostilities. And this without refer- 
ence to the flag under which 'they are 
being carried. 
Of course, enemy prop- 


erty in enemy < ships is subject, during 
hostilities, to maritime capture, irrespec- 
tive ef the character of the property car- 
ried. 


In the class of contraband 
goods gen- 


erally known, as conditional, we included 
provisions, money, coal, horses, materials 
for the construction of railways and tele- 
graphs, baJIoor.s, etc. In 
these circum- 


stances and the destination will deter- 
mine, whether they are contraband. For 
example, a cargo of grain- to Cuba, even 
in a, neutral bottom, would be, under ex- 
isting 
conditions, contraband of war. 


We already have seized a. shipment of 
horses. There can-not 
be- ' amy 
specific 


enumeration of conditional articles con- 
traband of war. for the reason: that 
whether they arc contraband or not de- 
pends exclusively upon circumstances. 


"Under neutrality lo-ws, belligerent na- 


tions or their subjects arc not permitted- 
to fit out warlike expeditions within 
their dominions, or a-dd to the warlike 
force of any belligerent force. 
In Eng- 


land this goes to the extent of forbidding 
for the fitting out of a belligerent ship, 
the enlistment of belligerent subjects. 
For example, if our new cruiser. Albany 
would be vcady for s--. wishi'n a week, 
and an American ero\v were awaiting her 
at that time, they could not be enlisted 
in England. That would be a. violation 
al international law, which imposes upon 
neutral states the obligation of using 
all rea.sona.ble means to prevent such acts 
as the increase of the armament of any 
belligerent vessel of war in their waters | 
or the recruiting of fighting men for its j 
crew. - 


So fa-r'as blockade; arc concerned, 


where diplomatic notice has been given 
"the act of sailing for a blockaded place 
is sufficient to constitute tho oiTensc." 
The momcr.t a *hip clears from neutral 
waters for 
n, forbidden 
destination 
a 


breach of blockade, ir. law, is committed. 
She is in dclicto and is liable to capture 
and condemnation. 


If diplomatic notice of a blockade of 


ports has been given—and this is inter- 
esting, because it is peculiarly applicable 
to our blockade of Havana—the occas- 
ional removal of the blockading vessels 
to chase a-r.y ship -of the enemy or any 
subject does not open tho port.

At''the university farm a 
couple of years since three-quarters of 
all the cows wer^e found afflicted with 
this diseased In the lungs of some of

udder was

tens of millions of tubercule germs atJ 
each milking.

More scientific and perhaps more far- 


reaching is the combined discovery of 
.Dr. Babcock and Dr. Russell, who re- 
cently'announced to the scientific world 
the .discovery that the cow places in 
her milk not only the constituents of 
cheese and butter but also a. digesting 
fluid similar to pepsin, or rather to the 
secretion of the pancreas. This remark- 
able 
discovery was 
brought about 


through the studies to ascertain what 
occurred jr. cheese when ripening. Bac- 
teria will not grow in ether or chloro- 
form, imd In order to suppress their 
growth in milk Dr. Babcock on one 
occasion filled a large bottle ivith milk 
and chloroformed it heavily. This bot- 
tle was set aside alter examination and 
remained a year or so on a shell in the 
chemical laboratory. One day wishing 
a large bottle, Dr. Babcock took down 
the one filled with milk and chloroform 
and was surprised to >lnd that instead 
ol a substance resembling milk the con- 
tents of. the bottle were now almost as 
cleex as water, and yet had undergone 
no 
putrefactive .changes. 
Analysis 


showed that the caseine ol the milk 
toad been digested as completely as it 
would.have been in the humahstomach.

The rudimentary'princlples of mill- . 


tary rank are known1 to most'well in. 
formed people. They arc-aware that-a' 
colonel "commands a regiment; a briga. 
dier general, several regiments, or "« 
brigade; a1 major general, 'several bri- 
gades, or a division;'.a lieutenant gen- 
eral, several divisions, or a corps, and a 
general, strictly speaking, an . army. 
though the United States has had many , 
armies, but only a few'full generals. 


Naval rank Is not so generally under- 


stood by the majority oi people, though 
the main principle Is the same. It will 
be of'considerable assistance to remem- 
ber that military and naval rank corre- 
sponds in this way:

The pay of 
retired naval officers is-three-quarters 
of sea'pay of the rank they held at-the 
time of retirement. At sea a- rear ad- 
miral receives SG.OOO a year, 'on shore 
duty $5.000 and on leave or waiting 
orders

Retired officers of the navy, cannot be 


assigned to active duty except In -time 
of ivar, and the purpose of the admlni 
Istration so far has been not to assign, 
retired officers in the army or navy to 
field or sea duty, but to let these posts 
of danger be held by those still on the 
active list. Of course such work as the 
command of the mosquito fleet along 
the coast is excepted. This has beau 
given to Admiral Erben, who was ro* 
tired four years ago. 


Until the second year of the civil war 


the highest naval rank was that oi. 
captain, though generally the title of 
commodore was given to a. flag officer 
who commanded a squadron. In 1563 
th-a rank o£ rear admira.1 was created 
by congress, and to this grade were ap- 
pointed Farragut and three other active 
captains and about a dozen retired cap- 
tains. In 1SG4. for his capture of Mobile 
and subsequent successes, Farragut was 
appointed to the newly created rank of 
vice admiral, and later D. D. Porter and 
Stephen C. Kowan were given the soma 
rank. 
: 
After the war ended congress went a 


step further and made the'grade of ad- 
miral and to this grade promoted Far- 
ragut and Porter. There was a special 
provision of the laws creating admirals, 
and vice, admirals which caused >the 
rjrade" to die with the men holding 
them.' When Porter and Farragut va- 
cated their commissions as vice to ac- 
cept the higher omce, it left Rowan tho 
only holder of the second place,, and 
upon his death in 1830 the offlce lapsed. 
Farragut died in 1S70,. leaving. Porter 
sole possessor of the commission of full 
admiral, and upon his death in 1891 both 
grades were vacated until congress shall 
revive tjiem, perhaps for the jjeroe* f>< 
this war.

From time Immemoria1, among all na-1 


tions it has been prescribed that the, 
•punishment of the spy shall be death. 
A Spanish spy caught by either our 
civil or military authorities would ba 
court martialed and put to death by 
hanging, as that method of killing is 
considered the most ignominious. Ac- 
cording to military ethics, "shooting 13 
too good for a spy." 
The laws of war make no discrimi- 


nation on account of tho sex of a spy or 
traitor, a woman being just as liable ta,^ 
hanging as a man. 
An interesting provision oJ the law 


governing warfare Is that a successful 
spy is not subject to punishment if cap- 
tured after having safely returned to 
his own forces and given his informa- 
tion. He may, however, be held as a 
dangerous prisoner of war; but, tech- 
nically speaking, he ceases to b6 a spy. 
as soon as lie has dispatched his in- 
formation, and nations have agreed, not 
to punish spies unless they be caught 
In the very act of spying or carrying 
fresh news. The laws of this country 
provide that if a citizen obtains in- 
formation even in a legitimate manner 
and betrays it to the enemy he shall ba 
hanged whether he be a military or civil 
officer or a private citizen. 


A soldier in his prescribed uniform 


rcconnoitering or scouting in an ene- 
my's territory cannot be treated as a 
spy,/ for the latter is essentially one 
who is seeking information while in dis- 
guise or under false pretenses. Some 
European officers have endeavored to 
include military balloonists in the cate- 
gory of spies, but It is now agreed 
among nations that they be exempt 
from such a. class, since they perform
